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CHARTER. 


An Act To INCORPORATE ‘THE ‘TRUSTEES 
OF Warts HOSPITAL. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do Enact : 


SECTION 1. That Geo. W. Watts, W. W. Fuller, E. J. 
Parrish, B. N. Duke, John L. Markham, L. A. Carr, W. L. 
Maieeo LD. Heartt, M. A. Angier, Jno..C. Kilgo, Dr. A. 
G. Carr, S. T. Morgan and their successors be, and they are 
hereby created a body politic and corporate, under the name 
and style of ‘“Irustees of Watts Hospital’’, by which name 
they may contract and be contracted with, sue and be sued, 
have perpetual succession, and a common seal, which they 
may break or alter at pleasure. As such corporation they 
may establish, conduct and maintain a hospital in the County 
of Durham, for the training of nurses and for the reception 
and treatment of persons who may need medical or surgical 
attendance, during temporary sickness or injury, under such © 
rules and regulations as they may from time to time establish. 


Sec. 2. That said corporation may acquire, receive, take, 
sell and dispose of, real and personal estate, without restric- 
tion as to quantity or value thereof, which may from time to 
time be given, granted, bequeathed, devised, or sold to it, and 
accepted by it, for the purposes and uses of said Hospital, 
provided always that both the principal and income thereof 
shall be appropriated, and the property held, according to the 
terms of the donation, devise or bequeath. 

Sxc. 3. That the persons named in the first section of 
this act, shall hold office as such Trustees, until the first day 
of December, 1895, and thereafter, until their successors are 
elected or appointed as hereinafter provided. ‘That during 
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the month of October, 1895, and each year thereafter, twelve 
Trustees, to serve one year from the first day of December 
next ensuing after their election or appointment, shall be 
elected or appointed as follows, to-wit: four by Geo. W. 
Watts, during his life, and after his death, by his wife and eld- 
est daughter, or the survivor of them, and after the death of 
both of them, by his nearest blood, relation who is above sev- 
enteen years of age; one by each of the following bodies or 
associations in the town of Durham, to-wit : the Presbyterian 
Church; the M. E. Church South; the Missionary Baptist 
Church; the Protestant Episcopal Church; the Board of Com- 
missioners or Aldermen; the Watts Hospital Association, and 
the Academy of Medicine; Trinity College; Durham County. 
Provided, that if any of said bodies or nominors shall fail, 
during said month of October in any year, to make the ap- 
pointments or elections which they or it are entitled to make, 
the Trustees then in office shall make the election to which 
such failing body or nominor was entitled. Said Trustees 
shall annually elect from their number, at their first meet- 
ing in December of each year, a President, Secretary and 
Treasurer, and such other officers as they shall deem fit. 
Whenever a Trustee shall die, resign, refuse to act, or be- 
come incompetent to discharge the duties of his trust, a suc- 
cessor shall be elected or appointed by the body or nominor 
by which he was elected or appointed, for the remainder of 
his term, provided however, that if such body or nominor 
shall fail for thirty days, after notice of such vacancy, to fill 
the same, it shall be filled by the remaining Trustees. 

SEC. 4. That all contracts or deeds of said corporation 
shall be made in the name of the same, and be signed by such 
officers thereof as may now by law, execute deeds of other 
corporations within the State; that no ‘Trustee shall be per- 
sonally or individually liable for any of the debts, obligations, 
contracts, engagements, torts, acts, or omissions of the cor- 
poration. | 

SEC. 5. That said Trustees shall have power, and shall 
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make all such rules, regulations, by-laws and ordinances, 
as they deem necessary or useful for the conduct and main- 
tenance of said Hospital, and the management of its affairs, 
and may alter, amend or repeal the same at pleasure, by the 
vote of a majority of the Trustees; they especially have power 
to provide and enforce regulations for the selection, admission, 
treatment and dismissal of patients, but no person shall be 
discharged or refused admission and attendance because of in- 
ability to pay. ‘They may provide for the duties and servi- 
ces of all officers, committees and attendants. 


Sec. 6. ‘That any number of persons may associate them- 
selves together, under the name and style of the Watts Hos- 
pital Association, for the purpose of aiding in the mainten- 
ance of said Hospital, and may collect from each member of 
said Association, annual dues, not exceeding five dollars, 
which shall regularly be paid to the Treasurer of the Trustees 
herein incorporated. Said Hospital Association shall have 
an annual meeting in Durham, on the second Monday in Oc- 
tober, in each year, at which time it shall elect one Trustee 
as above provided, by a majority vote of the members of the 
said Hospital Association, who are present at such meeting. 

Sec. 7. That the Town of Durham is hereby authorized 
to annually or oftner, donate money to said Trustees in aid 
of said Hospital. 

Src, 8. ‘That this Act shall be in force, from and after its 
ratification. 

In the General Assembly read three times, and ratified this 
second day of February, A. D. 1895.

The Watts Hospital was dedicated February 21st, 1895, ip 
Stokes’ Hall, Durham, N. C. Every seat was occupied and 
many persons stood throughout the exercises. Upon the 
platform was those participating, the physicians of the city, 
ministers and others. 

Rev. L. B. Turnbull, as chairman, opened the meeting 
with the following remarks : 


Remarks by REV. L. B. TURNBULL. 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The occasion that brings us together to-night is unique; without a paral- 
lel in the history of our State. Probably never before in the history of the 
Old North State has an institution been founded, equipped and endowed for 
the welfare of our people, by a single individual. And yet, one of our pub- 
lic-spirited fellow-townsmen, having carefully considered the welfare and 
needs of our town, has caused to be erected, equipped and endowed, a Home 
for the sick and Refuge for the suffering. His liberality is equalled by his 
sagacity and his wisdom, in that he has undertaken to be his own executor, 
and given to our town his gift during his own lifetime. This institution will 
stand as a monument to the liberality and wisdom of its founder, and as an 
inspiration to men of wealth, I trust, throughout all the Old North State, to 
found similar or other institutions. 

And to-night we are assembled to receive from the heart and the hand of 
the founder of the Watts Hospital, this institution, which is a monument to 
our well-beloved, highly respected and public-spirited townsnian, Mr. Geo. 
W. Watts. The inspiration of this institution came from above,—from the 
Great Physician,—and therefore it is appropriate that these exercises be op- 
ened by prayer, and we will now be led in prayer by the Rev. Mr. Tyree. 


Prayer by the REV. W. C. TYREE. 


O Lord, our God! in everything, in every place, and at all times, would 
we recognize Thee; for Thou art our creator; Thou hast made us; Thou hast 
endowed and equipped us; Thou hast made usin Thine own image. We 
know to Thee we are accountable, and to Thee we are responsible, and that 
upon Thee we are absolutely, in all things, dependent. We thank Thee, O 
Lord, our God, that to us Thou hast revealed Thyself. Thou hast made 
known to us Thy word, and especially through the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ, Thy Son. We thank Thee that Thou hast revealed Thyself to us in 
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revelation and in nature; to be a God of mercy, a God of goodness, a God of 
compassion and a God of love. Inasmuch as we are made in Thine own im- 
age, we thank Thee for this revelation of Thyself, so that it may be our con- 
stant aim and our highest purpose, as much asin us lie, to emulate our God 
in all His glorious attributes and perfections. We thank Thee that Thou 
hast revealed Thyself to us as our Father. Lord, we thank Thee that Thou 
hast so honored us as to recognize us as Thy children—the sons and the 
daughters of Christ Jesus. We are so glad of this wonderful revelation, and of 
this glorious doctrine and truth, because, dear Father, in it is also involved the 
fact that we are brothers; for in the Fatherhood of God we also see the 
brotherhood of men. And we thank Thee, too, dear Father, that Jesus 
Christ has come into the world,—the one high model of man; that Jesus 
Christ has come into the world as our earthly Brother, Thine only begotten 
Son, and has lived among men. We thank Thee for His mercy; for His 
kindness; for his deeds of charity and of love. We thank thee that His 
life was one continual sacrifice for the good and for the benefitof men. Dear 
Father, we thank Thee for the gospel of Christ; and especially for the gift 
of the Holy Spirit. We thank Thee for the works of the Holy Ghost upon 
our hearts, pointing us, in the spirit of God, to do charity, tospend and be 
spent for humanity and for the good of men, and to consecrate ourselves, 
our property, our time and our energies, for the enlightenment and for the 
benefit of humanity, And now, O Lord, we are come near to this happy 
occasion with humble and grateful hearts. We thank Thee for the institu- 
tion whose inauguration we meet to celebrate to-night. We thank Thee 
dear Father, that Thou hast put it into the heart of this citizen of our town, 
to erect, equip and endow this institution, and we pray Thee that his benef- 
icence may be made a blessing on his own head and his own soul. May he 
receive dear Father, for this act of generosity and philanthropy, that compen- 
sation which comes in the peace and satisfaction to his own heart and soul, 
and that being prompted by the spirit of Jesus, he has done so much to re- 
leive the suffering of the sick, and for the benefit of his fellow-men. We 
pray this blessing upon the institution. We recommend it to thy favor. 
We pray Thy blessing upon those into whose hands its conduct is now com- 
mitted. We pray for it Thy watchcare and Thy blessing in all the future. 
We pray, dear Father, that in all coming years it may commend itself to the 
sympathy and prayers and support of our people, and we pray Thee that 
Thou will so protect and govern it, and so raise up for it friends and helpers, 
that it may be a great benefit and blessing to our people. 

And now, dear Father, we pray that this occasion may be one of great ben- 
efit to the institution, and may our every heart receive something of the ex- 
panding and ennobling influence of the spirit of Christ Jesus working in us; 
a spirit of friendship, of beneficence, of love for men and love for God. 


We ask it all for Jesus’ sake; Amen, 


Mr. Turnbull then announced that the next thing in order 
on the programme, would be the formal presentation of the 
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Title Deed to the Hospital, by Mr. Geo. W. Watts, to the 
duly appointed authorities and Trustees. 

Mr. Watts here presented the Title Deed, which was ac- 
cepted by Mr. Turnbull, President. 


Presentation Speech by MR. GEO. W. WATTS. 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This is rather an unusual and peculiar position for me: first, to make a 
public address upon any subject; and second, upon a subject referring to my 
own acts. 

Seventeen years ago, next month, I came among you with my wife and 
baby, and all 1 had. I burned the bridges behind me, casting my lot here 
‘‘for better or worse.’? Durham was then a small town with about 2,500 in- 
habitants; but then, as now, it was a live, wide-awake, thrifty place; the peo- 
ple as always before and since, were hospitable, and kindly disposed towards 
the stranger. I had never seen the faces of but three residents of Durham 
previous to our coming here, yet we were warmly welcomed; received into 
your homes, invited to your churches, and encouraged in every way to make 
ourselves part of the commonwealth. 

From that day to the present we have cheerfully reciprocated the feelings 
as then expressed, and we have endeavored to become fellow-citizens with 
you. We have to the best of our feeble abilities, striven to aid in the growth 
and progress of the town; have been jealous at all times of her good name, 
and rejoice in her continued advancement, her progression in numbers, edu- 
cation morality and wealth. To-day we have among your numbers, some 
of our closest, warmest, and dearest friends. What success we have achieved 
has been in your midst. 

It has been my desire for several years, to show my appreciation of your 
fellowship and kindness, and to do so in such a manner as would benefit our 
people, and glorify the name of the Master, who has placed in my hands 
means with which to honor him, and the responsibility as one of His stew- 
ards. I have carefully considered the needs of our community, and sought 
to learn what was best to be done. Education is well provided for in our 
beautiful and well equipped Trinity College, and our graded and private 
schools, second to none in the State. The imposing and commodious Hotel 
Carrolina, a structure of which every citizen is proud, is all that we could 
wish in that line. The energetic, pushing men of the community, have 
studded the town with manufacturing plants, large and small, which give 
employment to all who wish to work. Churches are upon all our streets. 
But my friends, times come in our lives when we cannot do. what we would. 
Our brains refuse to study or enjoy the educational advantages we have. 
The body cannot toil; the shop or office, store or factory has no attraction 
for us. The comforts and pleasures of the Carrolina no longer allure us. 
The sanctuary is beyond our reach. The fell hand of disease is upon us. 
Our doctors, (God bless them) are then our best friends; they serve us skill- 
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fully; linger by our bedsides and minister to us. Yet, often their almost 
superhuman efforts and most intelligent attentions, are thwarted because of 
the environments of the sick one, or lack of knowledge of those left in 
charge, or possibly because there is no one to leave in charge. 

Three years ago I was, for a short while, a patient in a hospital, and only 
then did I fully learn the invaluable services of her we term a ¢vained nurse. 
With her womanly gentleness, given to her by God, augmented by years of 
study, reflection and experience, she becomes almost a heavenly visitant, an 
angel of mercy at the bedside of the sick. She knows his needs; she reali- 
zes his condition; her hand is always ready to make him comfortable; her 
earnest sympathy encourages him; her firmness stimulates him, and her 
training enables her to faithfully carry out the physicians instructions. More 
than once I have been told that Zev services are more valuable than physic. 

This experience directed my attention and reflection to hospital work. I 
have studied the subject during my leisure hours, and examined hospitals 
whenever possible. My visits among different conditions of people in our 
community, convinced me of the benefits to be derived from an institution 
of this character here. 

I now have the pleasure of informing you that my desire has culminated 
in a finished group of buildings on West Main street, furnished and equipped 
for the purposes of a hospital. The construction and furnishing, as far as 
possible, has been done by our own home people. 

The hospital consists of five buildings. The Administration building in 
the center, 38 x 36 feet, two stories and basement; Male and Female Pavil- 
ions, each 31 x 62 feet, one story high; a Surgical Building, 17x 27, at the 
rear of the Administration building, and a low one story building containing 
the Autopsy and Mortuary and carriage shed. The first four of these are 
connected by corridors, enclosed in Winter, and the last entirely isolated on 
lower ground, at the rear of the east pavilion. 

Upon the\first floor of the Administration Building, are located reception 
room, medical office, matron’s room, dining room and surgical ward. Upon 
the second floor are two special pay wards, two chambers for nurses, bath 
room, laboratory and closets. In the basement are kitchen, store rooms, 
heating apparatus and laundry. 

The east and west pavilions each contain a free ward with seven beds, two 
pay wards, one bed each; diet kitchen, linen closet, patient’s clothes closet, 
medicine closet, bath and laboratory 

The ground contains four and fifty-five one hundredths acres. The arch- 
itects, Rand & Taylor, of Boston, Mass., make hospital architecture a spec- 
ialty. They have planned a very simple, yet comprehensive and complete 
contagious ward, to be located later, on the rear of the lot. ‘They have en- 
deavored to produce, as far as possible, an ideal small hospital, having all 
the absolute essentials of a large institution, yet so carefully and econom1- 
cally studied as to be possible under such conditions as surround us. 

The total number of patients’ beds are twenty-two, including two in the 
Surgical Ward. These beds are the same as those in the Johns Hopkins

Hospital, and were designed by Dr. Hurd, superintendent of that institution. 

The heating, ventilating, and sanitary arrangements are all worked out in 
the most complete manner, every precaution being taken to produce the 
most perfect conditions in all sick wards, of which modern hospital science 
is capable. The sanitary appliances are all of the simplest and strongest 
character—everything open and accessible. 

The heating is with steam, and in the wards is indirect, the air ducts, both 
inlet and outlet, are proportioned to their use. All beds have special 
ventilation in addition to the top and bottom vents of the rooms. The Sur- 
gical Ward and Operating Room having extra ventilating capacity. 

The entire buildings are lighted by electricity from our town plant. Elec- 
tric bells and speaking tubes connect every department, and telephone brings 
the Hospltal in connection with all sections of the town. 

The finish is absolutely plain, with rounded edges and curved inner angles, 
every dust catching and dust retaining member being. eliminated.. 

Although no money is wasted upon the exterior of the institution, we 
wished to have as pleasing an effect produced as possible. The architects 
have adopted a simple Renaissance style, giving in the low pitch, and broad 
overhang of the roofs, a Spanish appearance, capable of producing a stately 
as well as picturesque effect. 

The buildings and equipment have cost about $30,000, (a detailed state- 
ment will be furnished in the first published report of the Trustees). What 
remains of $50,000, I will place as an endowment on the Hospital, which will 
yield probably $1,200, annually. It will require at least $4,000. I trust that 
some of the other speakers may indicate to you the necessity of raising suf- 
ficient revenue, and how to do it. 


This is not an institution for the exhibition of brilliant surgery and spec- 
ialties in diseases, by renowned experts; it is simply a cottage Hospital,—a 
home for the care and treatment of those sick and injured citizens of Dur- 
ham, who are deprived of the favorable conditions that are necessary for 
their comfort, and the successful management of their maladies. The pure 
air, sunlight, good food and careful nursing which this institution will afford, 
will of themselves save many lives, which would be sacrificed under the 
poorer sanitary conditions of many homes and boarding houses, 


There is one thing to which I desire to call your attention. As far as I 
can learn, it is the only Hospital in the State, or this section, (not receiving 
government assistance) which has a real charity feature connected with it. 
In Wilmington, Raleigh, and Danville, patients are required to pay five dol- 
lars per week for admittance to the charity wards. We propose to give all 
persons 7” need, care and treatment, absolutely without price; yet it should 
be borne in mind that the service is ot necessarily free. All those who are 
able to pay for their care and medical attention, will be expected to do so. 
The doors of the hospital are always open however, and are open for all. 

Our physicians from the beginning, have heartily taken up the work, and 
will give freely of their time and ability. The work is just begun. Do we 
realize what the proper conduct of this Hospital means to them? The Med- 
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ical and Surgical Staff, which includes all members of the Durham Academy 
of Medicine, pledge to this institution their faithful and continued service, 
absolutely without hope of any reward whatever, except the consciousness 
that they are exemplifying those humane and chivalrous traits which are 
not tradition only, but are a living, daily record, with the medical profession 
everywhere. They enter upon the arduous work cheerfully, hopefully, and 
I bid them God speed; but unless this Hospital differs from every other, oc- 
casions will arise when they will especially need the steadfast confidence of 
all good citizens; for, give of their time and skill as faithfully and freely as 
they may, poor human nature will sometimes refuse to respond; remedies 
will fail, and life goes out, perhaps without any apparent cause. Then when 
the baffled physician is himself bewailing the impotence of human knowl- 
edge and human effort, let us see to it that he is not further depressed by the 
criticism or ingratitude of the thoughtless and unworthy. We must do 
more than give our money and our service; we must remember to be loyal 
in our support of those who are the special instruments to carry out the 
work of this, our institution. 

Great care has been taken to arrange the administration of this Hospital, 
so that it shall never be managed by a few persons, who may lose sight of 
the fact that it is duz/t for and belongs to the people. Party politics, sect, 
nor clique, can obtain control. The Trustees are appointed by the several 
religions bodies, Hospital Aid Association, Academy of Medicine, Town Com- 
missioners, Trinity College and the donor. 

In conclusion, Mr. Chairman, it gives me pleasure to place in your hands, 
as a representative of the citizens of Durham, this Deed of Gift. May the 
door of Watts Hospital never be closed to the suffering, for lack of liberal 
contributions, of willing service, or kindly sympathy. May it ever be con- 
ducted in the true christian or Christ-like spirit, where all destinction of 
class or creed fade away in the one universal desire to bind up the wounds, 
to relieve the pains, and strengthen the courage of our common humanity. 


Response of Acceptance by MR. C. B. GREEN. 


Mr. President; Ladies and Gentlemen: 

In the lives of men, towns, communities and nations, occur important ep- 
ochs that mark their progress, and to which the biographer and historian de- 
light to point, and that serve as beacon lights, around which cluster and 
mark the data of events less important. 

That life is a stern reality, is abundantly verified in the experience of the 
middle aged, who have in the past few years energetically endeavored to 
solve the abstruse questions of whether the country would be more prosper- 
ous under the free coinage of silver, 16 to I; a gold bond issue, or a circula- 
tion of fifty dollars per capita. In the midst of these tempestuous trials, 
when some of the most astute politicians have been buried beneath the de- 
bris of the old parties, and others whose strong arms have never faltered in 
defense of what they conceived to be right, with a wail of despair cry out, 
‘Cvhere are we at”, it is indeed refreshing to stand in the presence of a man 
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whose business sagacity has been rewarded with a return of thousands, yea, 
of millions of dollars legitimate profit; and when Brooklyn and other com- 
munities are the prey of fearful strikes, the result of war between labor and 
capital, such has been the justice of his business relations, such the human- 
ity of his administration, that while we stand here to-night he could be 
crowned with a diadem of immortelles by those who serve under him, from 
the least to the greatest, without a dissenting voice. 

That wealth, money, brings with it fearful responsibilities, you, sir, will 
not undertake to deny. I speak not from experience. To whom much is 
given much is expected. But when “‘life’s fitful fever is over’’, and the car- 
eer you have so auspiciously begun, is ended, I trust and believe that a 
crown awaits you in that sweet beyond, brighter, far brighter, and more 
lasting than all earthly honors. 

I stand here as the representative of a people, broad in philanthrophy, un- 
stinted in praise, and who never forget a generous act. While Durham has — 
witnessed many important events in the past, I undertake to say that the 
scenes of to-night will be indelibly fixed and implanted upon the mind and 
heart of every true Durhamite. 

Time, with its ravaging hand may, and doubtless will, lay waste the beau- 
tiful buildings that you have to-night so generously donated to this com- 
munity for the benefit of the sick and afflicted, but the philanthropic spirit, 
the Christ-like charity thus manifested, will live on, and on, and on, when 
these bodies shall have returned to the dust from whence they sprung. 

In behalf of this people, let me accept the Watts Hospital; and in doing 
so, I want to say that the spirit that has prompted this generous donation, 
will do much to Christianize this entire community. Let us hope that this 
spirit will permeate every class, until this institution has an endowment that 
will place it far beyond even the question of necessity. 

The people of Durham thank you, yea, thrice thank you, for this benefi- 
cent gift. 


Address by REV. J. C. KILGO, D. D. 


Mr. Henry Watterson said some time ago, that we live in a very small 
age with very small men. It was equivalent to declaring that this is an age 
in which there is no great idea and no great man to express it. For the 
character and scope of an idea are the true tests of an epoch, and when an 
age is destitute of a great spirit and great men, it is wanting in a great 
thought. New ideas always begin new epochs, and every fact in history is 
but the evolution of an idea. A nation is not an aggregation of individuals, 
but the incarnation of a thought, and the variety of national life is the va- 
riety of ideas around which men have gathered. When the idea has been 
exhausted, only one of two things cau occur; either a new idea must be born, 
or the nation must disintegrate. Nothing is so impressive to the rambler 
through an old colonial city, as the change of ideas that manifest themselves 
in the change of architecture. 

Instead of agreeing therefore with Mr. Watterson, I believe that this is a 
great age in which there are great men. I believe this because great ideas 
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are among us, living and shaping every feature of our history, and greater 
ideas are struggling to get into the world. Iam no dreamer, but the world 
never moved to such sublime impulses as it does to-day. You may remind 
me of that great day of Athens, when sculptors were as common as fourth 
rate carpenters in our towns; you may point to the Parthenon with its col- 
onades of Corinthian columns; you may speak of the temple of Diana at 
Ephesus, and the Coliseum of Rome; you may rehearse the songs of the 
poets, utter the profound wisdom of their philosophers, and shout the names 
of Leonidas, Alexander, Cesar, Scipio, Napoleon, Cromwell, and all those 
who have sung, thought, or led vast armies to conquest; but in the face of 
them all, I still maintain that thisis the greatest age with the world’s great- 
est men. 


Athens aspired to build a great temple, but from every town and hamlet 
of America, go up temples with their spires, far transcending by comparison 
of means the Parthenon. We build cities with mansions and span rivers 
with bridges not in the mathematics of Pythagoras. Alexander carried 
death to the Euphrates, and our sunday school children are sending their 
pennies along the track of the Macedonian King, to give life and perpetuity. 
Ceesar would be acommon gambler in Wall Street to-day, and Napoleon 
would be at the head of some organization of anarchy. They were great in 
their day, because they expressed the idea of their national life. Those 
ideas were full of blood, and hence their histories are great tragedies. 


But we live under the domain of a different idea. About nineteen cen- 
turies ago there was born in a Judean hamlet, a peasant boy, but it was the 
birth of the final and the sublimest idea of the world’s history. It was the 
idea of peace, progress and life. It was the idea of universal brotherhood. 
In the world’s history it was to be wrought out, and in these last days it is 
asserting its supremacy over every institution of men. In every legislative 
hall; at every voting precinct; along every ally; in the poet’s verse and maid” 
en’s song; over the sea; through society; in literature; everywhere, it is de- 
claring itself, and men feel that it is creating new impulses in their bosoms. 


It looked like the wildest fanaticism for one man to throw every nation 
and institution into one idea, and mould them into one vast kingdom. Such 
a kingdom deserves to be called the kingdom of God. Yet every tendency 
of our age proves that such will be our future, and with great rapidity the 
years are unfolding it. With such a vast impulse, born of such an idea, 
shall this be called a small age? 

If the idea is great it is inevitable the man will be great; for great ideas 
always make great men, through which to speak themselves. The thought 
we want to-day, is the thought of Christ, and that is the thought of the day. 
Hence, the great men among us are those who express his thoughts. We 
will not live over the life of Plato, nor glory in the courage of Wallace. We 
have no need to do it now; but we must live over the life of the Galilean. 
The story of the lost sheep must be lived out to-day. Some father must go 
down the road and kiss that ragged boy, The Samaritan must get off his 
horse and give it over to the hated Jew. Some man must go out to the 
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blind beggar, and somebody must respond to the cries of the lame. ‘He 
went about to do good,” that is the sum of it all, and there alone you will 
find the great man. 

Christ went deepest into human feelings, and the greatest hero of to-day 
is the man who can go next deepest. We once impressed the world with 
the sword, but to-day we are impressing it by wiping from its brow the sweat 
of pain. General Ballington Booth, carrying the scraps from the tables of 
London’s rich to the hands of London’s starving, is greater among men, than 
she who wears Englandscrown. ‘To build a College or a Hospital, is greater 
than couquering a nation. To preach the gospel to the poor was more like 
God, than to walk on the sea or to raise the dead. Christ never alluded to 
the mystery of His miracles, but emphasized His deeds of mercy. 

We should have our congratulations in this hour. We do not fully com- 
prehend itsdeep meaning. Here before our eyes, a thought out of the heart 
of the Son of God, has risen into an institution. And yet infidels tell us that 
Christianity has no power over the world to-day. They say we have out- 
grown it. I deny it, and demand of them the proof. 

I doubt sir, (to Mr. Watts) if you know what you have done. A great 
idea generally half conceals itself from him whom it rules. I therefore 
doubt whether you have weighed and gone through it all. You saw it, you 
felt it, you followed it, Is not that the history of it? The true man never 
argues with his impulses. If he does, he never acts, and they cease to come 
to him. I count you true because you have followed this impulse; I count 
you happy because you could follow it. 

The Watts Hospital is more than a pile of lumber put together, and the 
payment of the contractor. It means more, and I want to tell you sir, in 
the presence of your fellow-townsmen what you have done. 

It is a revelation of yourself tous. Do you know that it is hard to find 
out aman? He may be your daily companion, and you may think you 
know him. You study every expression of the face and motion of the body. 
You penetrate every sentence and analyze every thought, but some day you 
see a mysterious movement, a secret hides behind his eyes, a thought grows, 
and when you look at him again he istransfigured. Peter thought he knew 
his Master, but how mistaken he was. I say it is hard to find out a man. 


Life is only an elaborate idea of a personality. That is the secret which 
the Master taught. He employed his time in self unfolding, and every 
word and deed were deeper revelations of His vast nature. So we see 
deeper into you now. You have told us a secret about yourself. 


It is appropriate to name an institution for its tounder. This is the Watts 
Hospital, because you have put into it your idea. Itis your faith in men, 
your thoughts of the suffering. No doubt you have seen and heard the 
cries of pain. This is your response. I thank God, sir, that you not only 


heard, but answered. So I say you have told us more about yourself than 
we knew before. 


You have provided for the sick and suffering. A Spartan mother would 
not have wasted her time on me. Darwin said let them alone, nature has 
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decreed that only the fittest should survive. Iam glad you were not raised 
by either. Christ did not hear His disciples when they told Him not to 
bother with a heathen woman troubled about her sick daughter. He gave 
the woman the keys of the universe and bade her open where she might. 
You have followed Him and put at their command the best you have to 
offer. 

You have set us an example. It is not enough to think a great thought, 
it must be planted that it may produce more of its kind, for thoughts ger- 
minate and grow like seed. How to handle money is the profoundest prob- 
lem of the age. We have not learned the lesson, In the South we learn 
very slowly, but you have done much to teach us. It is not enough to ex- 
haust it on royal personal splendor. Any man can dothat. A common 
bootblack could spend a fortune on himself, but no small mancan use 
money for the divinest purposes until he has learned the divinest lessons. 
When Jay Gould died, his obituary was the story of stocks and bonds. His 
name is not among that great list of names who have used their wealth to 
uplift men. Ido not covet your fairname and noble deed. I have no 
means to do so noble a deed. I have only a life, but you inspire me to ded- 
icate it to the world’s good. You have endowed anidea. An ideais greater 
than an institution. The institution is the outside, the hull of an idea. 
When John Harvard gave his little fortune to establish a college for the 
education of the ministry, he endowed an idea, the idea that has helped to 
free the American pulpit from ignorance and fanaticism. 

The life of an institution is in the ideas put into it, and they grow. If 
there was no idea in this magnificent work of yours, I would have no hope 
for it. But it has an idea, the sublimest ofall. Itis the brotherhood of 
man, and your work will have perpetuity because of this. When men form 
parties and schemes upon themselves or around their fellow-men they may 
expect them to fail. Christianity lives because it carries the greatest thought 
of the universe. 

These sir, are some of the things you have done, and I trust the future 
will more than vindicate them all. 

We receive from our fellow-townsman to-night all he hasdone. But with 
it comes no small responsibility. Next to doing a great deed is appreciating 
and defending one. Wecannot do less than this, or else we declare our- 
selves pigmies not to be trusted. 

We are liable to forget what is expected of us. Ata meeting like this we 
are enthused and congratulate ourselves. He isa small man who cannot 
act unless enthused. I trust that our love of, and fidelity to, this and other 
magnificent philanthropy born and expressed in our midst, will be equal to 


all the responsibility upon us, 
Address by A. G. CARR, IM.

Ladies and Gentlemen:

I pledge for 
the doctors a cordial support; they will give the necessary time to attend all 
charity patients free of charge. It is earnestly hoped that all will do likewise. 
It is not a denominational Hospital; it is not the rich man’s Hospital; it is a 
Hospital for everybody. May everybody lend a helping hand.

Address by REV. DR. E. A. YATES. 


Mr. President; Ladies and Gentlemen: 


There are three great elements that necessarily belong to a high civiliza- 
tion; namely: Religion, Education, and a high-toned Journalism. A com- 
munity is poor indeed, that lacks either one of these elements; for each one 
is essential to a real and perfect civilization. Religion without education 
cuts but a poor figure, and makes but little real progress. Education with- 
out religion is not only morally dangerous, but is a partial and dwarted de- 
velopment, for it lacks the higher reaches and higher levels of divine and 
human thought: andahigh-toned Public Press gives support to religion and 
education. Religion is the parent of both the others—but they are all three 
largely interdependent. 

The Public Press is the palladium of law, of liberty, virtue and good mor- 
als. Suppose it were suppressed to-day, and not a public untramelled news- 
paper could be found in the United States. In less than twelve months, 
scoundrelism and crime would get such a start of law and order as to turn us 
back with hastening strides towards the darkness and wretchedness of the 
middle ages. The wicked hate a good newspaper. 

The life and safety of the State demands the education of the masses, even 
if it is compelled to institute compulsory education. 

Religion makes us citizens of two worlds, and permits us to live in both. 
A stranger, passing westward,up Main from Dillard street, first finds a small, 
but neat little church, belonging to our Episcopal brethren ; so suggestive of 
antiquity and the high price of silks. And on reaching Queen street and 
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looking northward, he sees a modest little white church, belonging to the de- 
nomination calling themselves Christians; passing on, he soon reaches 
the beautiful and well situated Presbyterian Church, so suggestive of ‘‘what- 
ever is to be will be;’’ and on reaching Church street, he beholds the cloud- 
capped steeple of old Trinity, which seems to say ‘‘I am setting my affections 
on things above.” Pretty soon the stranger comes in sight of the solid and 
well beloved First Baptist Church, and doubtless he hears its ever-going bell 
before he sees the church, and he feels solemly in his heart, 


‘‘We are almost down to the Shore.”’ 


Off to the right where Holloway pours its melting snows into Cleveland 
street, he sees the little Primitive Baptist Church, filled with an honest-heart- 
ed, good people, and hears its little bell tingling out upon the evening air: 

“You shall and you shan’t, 
You will and you won’t, 
You can and you can’t, 
And I bedogged if I don’t. 

Passing still westward, he comes in sight of the Main Street Church, cover- 
ing the heads of some as good people as this world can boast; and off to the 
left, the beautiful Graded School building and the Second Baptist Church, 
and some others. 

These tell of Durham’s religious life; and she is a church-going city. 
With the balance of the thoughtful world, she knows that to Religion we 
Owe our very best works of art, in painting and sculpture; our most perfect 
science; our sublimest mental and moral philosophy; our perfect happiness, 
our Hospital, and every charitable institution in the land. 

Still passing westward, up Main street, the stranger comes in sight of the 
“Watts Hospital,” and the beautiful grounds and buildings of Trinity Col- 
lege. It is fitting that these two should stand so close together—the one to 
care for the mind, the other for the body. 

The stranger enters the Hospital, and finds it not only beautiful in archi- 
tecture, but finished and perfect in all its appointments for carrying out the 
object for which it was erected. Here the sick will be cared for and nursed. 
The art and science of the capable physician and the soft and gentle minis- 
trations of woman, will cool the fevered brow and soothe the aching heart 
of the afflicted, plebeian as well as that of patrician ; and the place is found 
where the sick of earth are brought near to the curative powers of heaven. 


The Malthusian doctrine was conspicuously anti-christian, and, moreover, 
its premises were false in fact. We are grateful to the Giver of all Good that 
we live in a better day, and firmly believe that the world is better than it 
ever has been. And when we look upon the generous man who has given 
this magnificent Hospital to suffering humanity, we are thankful that we, 
too, are men, and cancall him brother. And why should we wait until men 
are dead to praise them, if they deserve it? For when the “pitcher is broken 
at the fountain and the wheel is broken at the cistern,’’ it is too late to draw 
the water that would cheer the toiling spirit, One hundred and twenty- 
seven years ago, a Watt gave to the world a steam engine, In 1895,a Watts 
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gives to the City of Durham and suffering humanity a splendid Hospital. 
The latter is greater than the former, in motive. For the steam engine was 
given to the world from motives that were only curious and mercenary ; 
while the latter is the outcome of the teachings of the Christ who placed 
‘Jove for one another” above all other incentives to action. 

The deeds that men do live after them. Washington Duke, George W. 
Watts and Julian S. Carr, the first and the last giving the grounds and build- 
ings for Trinity College, and George W. Watts linking his act to the immor- 
tality of goodness, and getting the fame which he did not seek. Benevolent 
trio, live forever! for you can never be forgotten. Thetime will come when 
the Alpsand the Himalaya mountains shall, by the countless ages of sun and 
rain, be washed down into the sea, and then the sea itself shall be dried up, 
and the earth shall stand still in death ; but never shall the time come when 
Heaven shall cease to hear with gladness the immortal sentiment, ‘I was 
sick and you ministered unto me.”’ 

Let me say, sir (addressing Mr. Watts), in behalf of the citizens of Durham, 
for I know I speak their sentiments, that we accept this benefaction with 
grateful hearts ; and we hail you as one of the few on earth upon whom the 
blessings of heaven, in the way of wealth, have worthily fallen. In the time 
to come in this Hospital there wlll be many hearts that shall leap for joy at 
the sound of your name, and be ready to welcome you into everlasting habi- 
tations at the last day. 


Address by R. B. BOONE. 
Mr. President; Ladies and Gentlemen : 


I scarcely know, Mr. President, what to say. I cannot make such an im- 
promptu speech as my friend, Dr, Yates, for the simple reasou that I haven’t 
it written. So much has been said, and so well said, that I would not mar 
the pleasure of this occasion by my halting speech, were it not that I wish 
to bring along my humble thank-offering, with the rest of our citizens, and 
give it an humble place upon the altar of benevolence which is here erected 
in gratitude to our friend, who has so richly blessed us by his gracious gift 
to us this night. A wise man once said that ‘‘he is truly great that is great 
in charity.’? And a wise and christian woman has said, ‘‘They serve God 
well who serves his creatures.’’ The difference between the two is that ithe 
man discovers to the world that the motive which prompts his charity is the 
hope of attaining greatness; while the woman discovers her fidelity to her 
God. 

In this great charity, you, sir (addressing Mr. Watts), have come up to the 
full measure of both conceptions. The brother who has just lead us in prayer 
said, with fervor and eloquence, that man was made in the image of God, and 
he was right, but if the Scriptures had stopped with this declaration alone, 
it would not have meant so much to frail humanity, for then man would 
have been like his Creator only in outward appearance, but it goes further, 
and declares that man is also made after His likeness, like Him in all of His 
attributes. This is the manner in which God created man, and intended he 
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should remain so. But alas! we look around us in this selfish age and see 
thousands of images, distorted it is true, by their own wilful and sinful in- 
dulgences, but still images of the Living God. The thoughtful man looks 
anxiously around him to find among these images the likeness, the inward 


attributes of the God of the Universe, but alas! how seldom his eye finds a 
resting place. 


You, sir (addressing Mr. Watts), have discovered to this community that 
the unity of the image and likeness still exist in this degenerate age. The 
image may pity distress; the likeness goes further and relieves it, Horace 
Man has said that ‘‘to pity distress is but human, but to relieve it is God- 
like.’’ Sir, in this great charity, you have shown that you are human-like in 
pitying distress and God-like in relieving it, Is there any reward for such 
fidelity to God and humanity? Listen! ‘And they said unto Him when 
saw we Thee sick and in prison and came unto Thee,” and the King said, 
“Verily, verily I say unto you, inasmuch as you did it unto one of these, 
the least of my brethren, ye did it unto me.’’ 


The able and eloquent president of Trinity College said awhile ago, that 
wherever you find a human being, you find a brother, and he said truly, 
however much the conduct of men may appear to the contrary. The grand 
and glorious truth of the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of man 
has been projected into the world, and if men would only accept and act 
upon it, it would no longer be necessary for the Death Angel to come and 
snuff out the dim light of our life to take us to heaven, for heaven would 
have come down to us here. How fearful it is, with this great truth before 
the world, that it should have been truthfully said that “man’s inhumanity 
to man makes countless thousands mourn.” — 

Dr. Kilgo said that you had projected a great idea into the world, and he 
spoke the truth, but you went farther, and grappled like a christian man 
with this idea, until you evolved out of it a substantial benediction to 
humanity. Great ideas are valuable only as they bless humanity. He said: 
‘You do not know what you havedone. You do not know yourself. Your 
wife does not know you.” I could not restrain a smile when he asserted 
this last proposition, and I said to myself, this learned and eloquent man 
doesn’t know everything. He would not do fora Pope. You may not know 
yourself Sir; but if you lay the flattering unction to your soul that your wife 
don’t know you, you are the worst beguiled man on the face of the earth, and, 
some of these times, you will be awakened from that dream. Sir: you are 
entitled to our praise and to great honor, and I cheerfully accord it to you; ne 
Sir, it seems to me that back of this magnificent charity, I see a woman’s 
hand and heart. I would almost wager my life that back yonder when 
the suggestion came to you, there was a modest, gentle, lovely little woman 
close by your side, whose Christian influence OVER yOUr life, inspired the sug- 
gestion with life and energy and character, until it ended in the magnificient 
institution which you have this night so graciously presented to this commu- 
YS (addressing Mrs. Watts), I present to you the gratitude of this 
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community for the beneficent influence of your Christian life over that of 
your husband, which influence is evidenced by the gift of to-night. You in- 
spired the benediction, your husband bestowed it. Honors are even. 

Mr. President; I cime into this hall early to-night, and I looked 
at the stage on which you eminent preachers and doctors are now 
sitting with such a modest air of importance; and it was so beautifully ar- 
ranged with flowers and evergreens that I stopped at the door in astonish- 
ment, and said to myself, half aloud: how beautiful! It looks like the Gar- 
den of Eden. There were no preachers and doctors there when I said that. 
It would choke me tosay it now. You preachers and doctors, I suppose, 
are entitled to high seats in the Synagogue, for the preachers prepare 
men to be angels, and the doctors come along and complete the job. 

Mr. President, I do not know how to express our deep gratitude, except 
by relating an incident of life in the back woods. There was a good old 
preacher (he was not a D.D.) who went to preach one beautiful Sunday morn- 
ing to his little flock, in their little church, and, after singing and prayer, the 
preacher said with deepest reverence: ‘‘My brethering and sistering, I can- 
not read, for which I thank God, andI do not know ‘adzakly’ where you will 
find my text, butit reads this way: ‘The Lord has done mouty great things 
for us, and we are mouty glad on it.’”’ 

Sir, you have done mouty great things for us and we are mouty glad on it. 

To the audience: I wish to say that you should emulate the example of our 
benefactor. If you cannot erect temples of wood and _ stone, erect them 
of kind and gentle words and deeds. Life is short and often bitter; scatter 
your flowers along the pathway of your struggling brother, to cheer his life, 
rather than hoard them up, to scatter in profusion upon the grave of the 
sensless dead. | : 


‘Who that surveys this span of earth we press, 
This speck of life in times great wilderness,

You Sir, and your noble wife, have not sullied the bright spot nor left it 
bare, but you have built you a proud temple here.

Address by MR. H. A. FOUSHEE. 


Mr. President. Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I do not make an impromptu speech like our good Dr. Yates, because, un- 
fortunately, I did not have time to write it: nor can I speak like my brother 
Boone, for very few possess his power of language. But to-night, I 
come here to speak as a representative of a great class in our midst, and to 
thank you on behalf of them. I speak for myself, for all those who dwellin 
the land of single “‘blessedness.’’ I wish to thank you heartily Mr. Chairman, 
on behalf of the unfortunate class which I to-night represent, for this noble

_ charity, and we feel assured that if disease and sickness come to us, there will 
be no want of kind nursing and attention for us at the Watts Hospital. 


Mr. Chairman: we are gathered together to-night in Stokes’ Hall, to in- 
augurate this grand work, and to accept this magnificent gift; suppose then 
we look forward just fifty years, and it is a night in 1945. In the grand 
Stokes’ Auditorium many are gathered together, and we have a magnificent 
Hall; it is finished with all the furnishings of modern life; its walls are hung 
with the noblest pictures of the art of man, and Durham has become a city 
ef one hundred thousand inhabitants. In place ofa little railroad depot, we 
see a magnificent union station,where twelve grand trunk lines pourin their 
grain. We behold magnificent buildings; we have hundreds of stores; we 
have factories by the thousands. But nobler than this, we have Trinity Col- 
lege, then become Trinity University, but still presided over by that noble 
man, Dr. Kilgo, who still, although old, retains all the vigor of his early 
manhood. In the eastern part of the great city we have the University of 
North Carolina, removed from its present situation, in the back woods, and 
come out into civilization. In another part of the city, we have the Yates 
Theological Seminary, for the Methodist theological students. In another 
part, we havea large school for young women, called the Duke Female Col- 
lege. In another part of the city we see the Angier Scientific institu- 
tion. And in another part, we have a great library which bears the name 
of Mr. Carr. The great library embraces volumes that have been gathered 
from over the whole world. In another part, we have the Baptist Univer- 
sity, and a thousand sweet girls are there at school. But, Mr. President; as 
my mind went into the future, it seemed to me that this vast Stokes Audi- 
torium, which my mind saw, was filled by thousands of people, ladies and 
gentlemen. And when the vast audience was seated, upon the stage came 
one who was the center of the interest to the whole crowd. Still erect was 
he, and not bowed with the weight of years. The only sign that time had 
left him was a little frost upon his hair, and upon his features I saw good- 
ness and benevolence written, as is always written upon the faces of the good. 
And after he came out and had taken his seat upon the rostrum, and after 
some holy man of God had invoked the blessing of the Almighty Father of 
all upon the audience, I saw a member of the bar, who was as capable, and 
as kindly, and as noble as he who has just left us to make his home ina 
Northern city, (Mr. Fuller), and this distinguished member of the bar rises 
before this audience, and a cheer goes up from them all. “Ladies and gen- 
tlemen,” he says; ‘‘weare in the city of Durham, the capital of North Caro- 
lina. We are met to-night for the purpose of opening the greatest medical 
university of the South. It is known throughout all the land, and we are 
met to-night to open it formally tor the reception of students, and I cannot, 
as I stand before you to-night, refrain from paying one tribute to that distin- 
guished benefactor, whom Almighty God has spared to us for so many years, 
and who is among us to-night. Fifty years ago, In Stokes Hall the people 
of the town of Durham met, and then and there was opened the Watts Hos 
pital. To-night you see before you the great ‘Watts Medical University; 
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and before I close, I pray that the richest blessings of God will rest upon 
him who has done so much for the city of Durham, the Honorable George 


W. Watts. 
Address by COL. E. J. PARRISH. 


Mr. Chairman: 

As Dr. Kilgo was closing his remarks, he called our attention to the fact 
that when Mr, Watts transferred to the people of this community the title 
deed to the property that he had so nobly and generously erected for the re- 
lief of suffering humanity, that he placed upon you and me and upon the 
people of this entire community, a great and grave responsibility. I had not 
thought about it in the light under which it was advanced by Mr. Kilgo, and 
I asked myself the question, ‘‘Will you and the people of Durham be equal 
to the responsibility that has been put upon you?” And I felt in my heart 
that I could respond and answer that question, and say ‘‘Yes,”” knowing the 
people of Durham as Ido. The people of Durham will meet the responsi- 
bility that you, Mr. Watts, (turning to Mr. Watts), have placed upon us. 

And now, my friends, I want to say that the responsibility requires first, 
organization on the part of the people. And I say that that organization 
must come through and by the organization of the Hospital Aid Society, and 
in the wisdom ofthe trustees of that institutionin the formation of the by-laws, 
they have provided in that, as well as in their charter, for the establishment 
of a Hospital Aid Association, and I come to you in the closing exercises of 
this evening, after so much has been said and so well said, to beg you, in the 
name of the people of this community, those who are suffering to-day and 
those who may yet suffer and be in the need of aid of this institution.. I want 
to beg you also in the name of the responsibility placed upon us by Mr. 
Watts, that we measure up to the requirements, and meet the responsibility 
thrown upon us by organizing a Hospital Aid Association, and that can be 
done by youby signifying your intentions of doing so, and not only by signi- 
fying it, but by giving your names as members of the Hospital Aid Associa- 
tion. To do that, will reqire the payment of an annual sum from you and 
from me, of two dollars. I ask youif there is a nian or woman before me 
to-night, or is there a man or woman in this town, who would not make sac- 
rifices, if necessary, to enable them to become members by contributing two 
dollars yearly, Would you not be willing to work for the support of this in- 
stitution? I feel that you will. I want to see every man and woman in this 
town a member of such an association. And let us, therefore, under the di- 
rections of the Executive Committee, come together and elect our officers 
and duly organize, and by this organization, you will do a work that will 
give you peace and comfort. 

Iam glad the Hospital is here. I know itis an acceptable institution, and 
while I may not go there and others of you may not go, because of loving 
hands at home to administer to you, but I am sure that if I was a young 
man, and though I might possess thousands of dollars, and was sick in this 
town, I would beg that I might be carried to the Watts Hospital. And then 
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there are some who are not able to go and pay for their attention. But the 
lack of money will not keep one away from this institution. He may enter 
there, and get all the attention and care he may need, and not pay one cent 
unless he is able so to do. But this responsibility is upon you and upon 
me to raise a sufficient amount to provide for the permanent carrying on of 
the institution in this manner. I say I believe you will do it, and I want 
our people—every one—to join the Association, pay two dollars a year, and 
let those who can, contribute more than this amount to the institution. We 
_ must raise from $2,800 to $3,000 per year to carry on the institution as is 
contemplated. And I believe that these people will contribute with glad- 
ness to the support of it. It will give you, and every one of you. pride and 
great pleasure to enroll your names as members of the Watts Hospital Aid 
Association. 

I thank you all for the patience with which you have listened to my scat- 
_ tering remarks. In meeting the responsibilities placed upon us to-night, 
may it find a lodging in your heart and mind, and may you all go away 
from here to-night with the idea in your heart and mind that it is a privi- 
ilege and blessing to give a sufficient amount of money to the support of this 
noble institution and its humane work Itis well that it should beso. It 
would take but little more of Mr. Watts’ money to do this, but without the 
hearty co-operation and personal interest of the people of this community, 
the Hospital would failin the accomplishment of the highest purpose for 
which it was erected. It is not Mr. Watts’ hospital, but it is the hospital of 
the people of Durham. And we want to go from here to-night, every one 
of us, determined that we will do our part in supporting and taking care of 
the great trust that has been so generously and nobly committed to our 
charge.

This Indenture, made and entered into this 19th day of 
February, 1895, by and between George W. Watts and L,. 
V. Watts, his wife, parties of the first part, and Trustees of 
Watts Hospital, a corporation duly created, organized and 
existing under and by virtue of the laws of said State, party 
of the second part, 

Witnesseth: ‘That said parties of the first part, being there- 
unto moved by a desire to relieve the sick and suffering and 
aid the unfortunate, have, in consideration of one dollar, to 
them in hand paid by the party of the second part, given, 
granted, bargained and sold, and do, by these presents, give, 
grant, bargain, sell, alien, assign and convey unto said party 
of the second part, and its successors, upon the trusts and 
conditions hereinafter provided, the following lot of land in 
the town of North Durham, in said county and State, to-wit: 

Beginning at the intersection of West Main street (which 
is an extension of Main street of the town of Durham) and 
Guess Mill road, at an iron stake, then with Guess Mill road 
north 4.30 degrees, east, four hundred and seventy-two (472) 
feet to an iron stake and pointers on inside margin of side- 
walk of Gloria avenue; thence same south 88.15 degrees east, 
three hundred and twenty-five feet and four inches (325 ft. 4 
in.) to inside margin of sidewalk of Markham street; thence 
same south 1.45 degrees west, seven hundred and twenty-two 
feet and eleven inches (722 ft. 11 in.) to a stake on inside 
margin of West Main street; thence same north 52.30 de- 
grees west, four hundred and thirty feet six inches (430 ft. 6 
in.) to the beginning, and containing 4.55 acres, more or less. 

To have and to hold said lot of land, with all houses, build- 
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ings, improvements, fixtures and hereditaments of every kind

all buildings, improvement and fixtures thereon and additions 
thereto, shall revert to, and revest in, George W. Watts, and 
his heirs, in fee, as if no conveyance thereof had ever been

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


In rendering this, the first annual report, it gives us pleas- 
ure to state that we are entirely satisfied with the beneficent 
results of the Hospital. There have been some exceedingly 
serious cases of sickness admitted and all have responded in 
the most gratifying manner to the treatment. Several criti- 
cal surgical operations have been performed with complete 
recovery in every case. ‘These operations could not have 
been undertaken without the facilities of the Hospital and in- 
telligent care of the skillful nurses. The patients who have 
left the Hospital have done so with words of praise and thank- 
fulness for what has been done for them. 

The Watts Hospital was opened for service on February 
20, 1895, and has therefore been in operation but little over 
nine months. Many essential improvements have been made 
from time to time as needed, until, with one exception, it is 
equal in conveniences, ventilation, and other essentials, to 
any small hospital in the country. The drives have been 
macadamized, lawn seeded with grass, and shade trees, with 
ornamental shrubbery, ordered to be set out in the spring. 

By reference to the tabulated report, it will be observed 
that in these nine months, there have been treated 41 medi- 
cal cases and 27 surgical cases, for a total of 1,677 days. 
This has been without expense to the Hospital as far as the 
physicians and surgeons services are concerned. ‘The inter- 
est of the members of the Academy of Medicine of Durham, 
has never waned; they have been attentive and freely re- 
sponded to all calls upon their time and skill. The number 
of recoveries will testify as to their ability. But two cases 
have died; one a lady aged 50 years who had tuberculosis in 
its last stages when she was admitted, and the other a case 
of alcoholism of a very aggravated nature, the patient dying 
the day after his admission. 
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We have been exceedingly fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of Miss Florence E. McNulty as matron. She has been 
invaluable with her counsel and assistance in furnishing and 
starting off a new institution of this kind. She is wise in 
her management of all details pertaining to the Hospital. 
Physicians, patients, nurses, servants and all who come into 
communication with her, acknowledge her master hand in 
directing affairs. It gives us the keenest degree of satisfac- 
tion to be able to voice the admiration we all feel for the able 
and thorough manner in which she performs the responsible 
duties of matron. 

The lady visitors entered heartily into their work, and have 
been very helptul.in their supervision and their encourage- 
ments. They have held regular monthly meetings, and 
some of.their number have visited the Hospital weekly, or 
oftener. For further information see their report attached. 

The school for nurses has now two students, and one on 
probation. It has declined to continue two who were ad- 
mitted to the school upon probation. ‘There have been a 
large number of applications for admission upon probation. 
Great care is exercised as to who are admitted. ‘They must 
meet the high standard set, physically, mentally and morally, 
as well as the natural and special characteristics with which 
a nurse should be endowed. ‘Those now in the school are 
doing very satisfactory work; they are diligent, attentive, obedi- 
ent and anxious tolearn. The matron directs them in all the 
practical nursing, preparation of food, bandagesand poultices, 
dressing wounds, administering medicines, making beds, 
handling patients, etc. A regular course of lectures upon 
medicine, anatomy, physiology, etc., has been instituted; 
these are given by the medical and surgical staff. We hope 
in a short time to have our students sufficiently skilled to go 
into the community temporarily, as practical trained nurses, 
thus making this one of the most valuable features connected 
with the Hospital. 

The Hospital Aid Association has been a disappointment;

the committee appointed to organize it, through lack of time 
failed to give the matter sufficient publicity or call a meeting 
of the citizens who might have been interested. At the small 
fee fixed upon, two dollars per year, we hoped for a member- 
ship of from 750 to 1,000. A branch association was formed 
at the Pearl Mills and one at the Erwin Mills. Both of these 
branches are under the administration of their own officers 
and the benefits are intended only for their own membership. 

The citizens have shown a very kindly spirit towards the 
Hospital. ‘There have been several entertainments given for 
its benefit and many donations of goods and garments, which 
are noted and catalogued in their proper places. The town 
commissioners donate one hundred dollars per month to the 
support fund. If it had not been for this regular supply 
from month to month, the institution would have been often 
in sad financial straits. Some citizens have critized the com- 
missioners for devoting public money to this purpose. This 
is but an ordinary custom in every town in which a free hos- 
pital is located. Raleigh pays $2,000 per annum, Wilming- 
ton for city and county $2,000, Danville, Va., $600. 

The revenues of the Hospital can be greatly improved by the 
establishment of free beds. A permanent or perpetual free 
bed can be endowed for five thousand dollars, or one for one 
year upon payment of three hundred dollars. ‘These beds can 
be made memorial to some loved one, or named as the donor 
desires. Many village and town hospitals have a number of 
such beds, which adds much to the hospital’s revenue and 
thus causes it to be more useful. 

In the beginning of this report it was stated that the Watts 
Hospital was the equal of any in the necessary appliances and 
essentials wzth one exceplion. This exception is a contagious 
ward. Weare thankful that the necessity for such an addi- 
tion has not yet arisen, but the occasion is liable to come at 
any time. We are not invulnerable against diphtheria, yel- 
low or scarlet fever, small-pox, and the host of other fearful 
scourges; we should be prepared to take care of any character 
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of disease that gets into the community, and that without 
jeopardizing the lives of patients already under our care. 
Four or five thousand dollars would give us such a building 
where contagious cases could be isolated from other patients. 

As promised by the donor at the dedicatory exercises in 
Stokes Hall, an itemized account of the cost of the Hospital is 
annexed. It will be seen that he has about expended the full 
amount of fifty thousand dollars.

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THE TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


Since the opening of the Training School there have been 
a number of applicants for membership. Of this number six 
have been received on probation, only two of whom possessed 
the essential qualifications for successful nursing. These two 
have been accepted members of the school for some months, 
and their work has been most gratifying. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR APPLICANTS TO THE TRAINING SCHOOL 
FOR NURSES, WATTS HOSPITAL. 


The Managers of Watts Hospital have made arrangements 
for a two years’ course of training for young women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses. ‘Those wishing to obtain 
this course of instruction should apply to the Matron, either 
in person or by letter, upon whose approval they will be re- 
ceived for two months of probation. The preferable age is 
from 23 to 30 years. Applicant should send, with answers to 
following questions, a letter from her clergyman, as to good 
inoral character, and from a physician stating that she is in 
sound health. 


Applicant will state in her own hand-writing, her age, 
height, weight; whether she is strong and healthy, and has 
always been so; also any defects of sight, or hearing, or ten- 
dency to pulmonary disease, educational advantages, previous 
occupation, and civil condition, whether single, married or 
widow. 


Applicants received at any time of the year, when there is 
a vacancy. The Matron will decide as to their fitness for the 
work, and the propriety of accepting or dismissing them at 
the end of their probation. ‘They are not expected to wear 
the uniform of school while on probation, but must have two 
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plain dresses of washable material, and several white aprons 
without bibs. All clothing must be plainly marked. 

Those who prove satisfactory will be accepted as pupil 
nurses, after signing an agreement to complete the course of 
two years remaining as pupil nurses, and to obey the rules of 
the school. 

During the first month of trial the pupils are boarded and 
lodged at the expense of the school, but receive no other com- 
pensation. After being accepted as members of school, they 
will receive $8.00 per month the first year, except the first 
month of probation, and $10.00 per month the second year. 
This is intended for the dress, text-books and other expenses 
of the nurse, in connection with her work, and in no wise as 
wages, it being considered that the education given is a full 
equivalent for her services, 

All are expected to perform any duty assigned ener by the 
Matron, either to act as nurses in the Hospital, or to be sent 
to private cases among the rich or poor. 

Training will include instructions from text-books, and 
Manuals of Nursing, daily drill in the wards, operating room 
and other departments of the Hospital, by the Matron and 
Head Nurse, and lectures and demonstrations by the Medical 
and Surgical Staff. 

When possible, the nurses will have an hour to rest or ex- 
ercise each day, and are frequently given an afternoon. While 
it is not always possible, they may usually expect part of each 
Sunday. 

When the full term of two years is ended, nurses thus 
trained can select their own field of labor, whether in hospi- 
tals, in private families, or district nursing among the poor. 

On leaving the school after passing the final examination, 
each will receive a diploma signed by the proper officers of 
the Hospital and Training School. 

The instruction includes : 

_ The dressing of blisters, sores and wounds ; the prepa- 
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ration and application of fomentation, poultices and minor 
dressings. 


2. Use of female catheter and administration of enemata. 
3. Management of helpless patients, moving, changing, 
giving baths in bed, prevention and care of bed-sores. 


4. Preparation of antiseptic dressings, bandages, padding 
of splints and bandaging. 


5. The preparing, cooking and serving of delicacies for the 
sick; management of convalescents, thorough ventilation in 
wards and private homes. 


6. They are also given instructions in preparing reports for 
the physicians as to the state of the secretions, expectoration, 
pulse, temperature, respiration, the skin, appetite, intelli- 
gence (as to delirium or stupor), sleeping, enutlen of wounds, 
eruptions, effect of dirt, stimulants or medicine. 


Instruction will be given at the bedside by attending phy- 
sicians and superintendent of nurses.

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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I.— MEETINGS OF THE TRUSTEES: 


The Annual Meeting of the Trustees shall be held on the 
first of December of each year, at such hour and p:ace as nay 
be designated by the President, unless that day be Sunday, 
in which event the meeting shall be held on the day follow- 
ing. Regular meetings of the Trustees shall be held quar- 
_terly, in the months of February, May, August and Novem- 
ber, on the first Wednesday, at such time and place as may 
be designated by the predenr Special meetings shall be 
‘called by the President, or by the Vice-President, at the re- 
quest, in writing, of at least four Trustees. | 

Seven Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business, but a less number may adjourn. Notice of 
special meetings shall be given at least one day in advance, 
by notice mailed to each Trustee by the President or Secre- 
tary. . 23 
| Art. II.—OFFICERS. 


The Trustees, at the first meeting, shall elect from their 
nuinber, a President, a Vice-President, a Treasurer, a Secre- 
tary, a Committee on Finance, an Executive Committee, and 
an Auditing Committee, all of whom shall serve for one year, 
or until their successors are elected and qualified ; except the 
officers and committees first elected, who shall serve only till 
December ist, 1895, and until their successors are elected and 
- qualified. 2 | 
ae ArT. III. —THE PRESIDENT. 

The President shall exercise a general supervision over all 


the affairs of the corporation ; he shall preside at all meetings 
“of the Trustees ; and shall be ex-officio meniber of the’ Fi- 
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nance and Executive Committees. In the absence from town, 


or disability of the President, the Vice-President shall off- 
ciate. 


Art. IV.—THE TREASURER. 


The Treasurer shall be ex-officio member of the Finance 
Committee. He shall give bond, with sureties, in such sum 
as the Trustees may designate, for the faithful discharge of 
all his duties. He shall receive and have custody of all the 
funds belonging to the Corporation, and shall invest and dis- 
burse the same only by vote of the Finance Committee. No 
bill shall be paid unless it bears the approval of at least one 
member of the Committee authorized to contract the same, 
except the regular salaries of the officers and employees of 
the Hospital. 

The Treasurer shall keep a record of all the receipts and 
expenditures, which shall always be open to the inspection 
of the Trustees, or any of them, and he shall rendera de- 
tailed report of the same at the annual PASI and at each 
regular meeting of the Trustees. 


ART. V. —THE SECRETARY. 


The Secretary shall be ex-officio member of the Executive 
Committee. He shall preserve all deeds and contracts and 
keep a record of the proceedings of the Trustees ; he shall 
also keep a record of all endowments and of all wills or ex- 
tracts thereof, devising or bequeathing any property to the 
Corporation ; and perform such other duties as commonly de- 
volve upon, or may be assigned to such officer. 


ART. VI.—THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


The Finance Committee shall consist of the President and 
Treasurer, ex-officio, and three elective members. They 
shall devise ways and means for procuring funds for the sup- 
port of the Hospital. They shall authorize investments and 
disbursements by the Treasurer, and shall attend to all finan- 
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cial interests of the Corporation. The Finance Committee 
shall at all times be under the direction of the Trustees, and 
shall report their doing to them at such time as they may di- 
rect, , 


ART. VII:—THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


The Executive Committee shall consist of the President 
and Secretary, ex-officio, and of three elective members. 
They shall have charge and general management of the Hos- 
pital. They shall have care of the real estate and other prop- 
erty of the Corporation. They shall supervise constructions, 
alterations and repairs of buildings. They shall appoint a 
Medical and Surgical Staff. They shall make rules tor the 
government of the Hospital, and the admission and discharge 
of patients. They may discharge incurable or unsuitable pa- 
tients at any time, on the recommendation of the visiting 
physicians. ‘They shall make rules for the admission of vis- 
itors, and for the conduct of patients and employees ; regulate 
the charges to patients able to pay, and generally systematize 
the Hospital Management. 

They shall regulate the expenses of the Hospital, but shall 
incur no debt in excess of one hundred dollars without the 
consent of the Trustees. 

They shall at all times be subject to the Trustees, and shall 
report their doings to them at such times as they may direct. 


Art. VIII.—THE AUDITING COMMITTEE. 


The Auditing Committee shall consist of two Trustees, 
who shall examine the accounts of the Treasurer each quar- 
ter, and certify to the same, if found correct and properly 
vouched, and oftener, if they see fit, or are directed by the 


Trustees to do so. 
Arr. IX.—THE MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


The Medical and Surgical Staff shall consist of the physt- 
cians and surgeons of Durham, who are members of ‘The

Academy of Medicine of Durham. They shall provide for 
the medical service of the Hospital under general rules drawn 
by them and approved by the Trustees. They shall serve 
without pay. 


ART. X.—THE VISITING COMMITTEE. 


The Trustees shall annually appoint from the community 
twelve ladies, who shall constitute the Board of Lady Visit- 
ors, each to perform two months of visiting, according to 
schedule to be arranged by such Board of Lady Visitors. 

Some members of said Board of Lady Visitors shall visit 
the Hospital at least once in each week during their term of 


service, and shall refer questions arising therefrom to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


ART. XI.—PATIENTS. 


The Hospital is intended to be a free hospital. Inability 
to pay will not debar any resident of Durhain from its bene- 
fits. Patients who are able to pay will be charged a daily or 
weekly sum, to be determined by the Executive Committee. 


ART. XII.—FREE BEDS. 


The trustees shall endeavor to secure endowments to the 
general fund. ‘They shall seek to have beds endowed as Free 
beds by such sums as will yield an income of three hundred 
dollars each, per year. ‘The pledge of any responsible indi- 
vidual, or of any organization, by its proper authorities, to 
pay three hundred dollars a year, may be taken in lieu of an 
endowment. 


ART. XITI.—RELIGIOUS MINISTRATIONS. 


It shall be competent for any inmate to request the visit of 
any spiritual adviser whom he may desire, and the Executive 
Committee shall respect such request.

ART. XIV.—AMENDMENTS. 


These By-Laws may be amended or repealed, and new ones 
may be enacted, at any meeting of the Trustees; provided 
that no such action may be taken at a special meeting unless 
notice of such proposed action shall have been given in the 
call for such meeting.

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RULES OF THE EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE. 


I. Regular meetings of the Executive Committee shall be 
held on the first Thursday of each month, at 4 o’clock, p. m., 
at the Hospital, unless some other hour and place are 
designated by the Chairman. Special meetings may be called 
at any time by the Chairman. Members shall be notified of 
all meetings by the Secretary, and except in cases of emer- 
gency, at least twenty-four hours notice shall be given. 


II. At the first meeting of the Committee, a Chairman and 
Secretary shall be chosen for the ensuing year. 


III. The Secretary shall notify in writing, one week in ad- 
vance, the members of the Medical and Surgical Staff, and 
the members of the Visiting Committee, of the commence- 
ment of their respective terms of service. 


IV. THE Matron.—The Matron of the Hospital shall be 
an educated and skillful nurse,. capable of taking charge of 
the Hospital, under the direction of the Executive Committee 
and of instructing the pupils in nursing. She shall have the 
whole responsibility of the conduct of the Hospital, under 
the direction of the Executive Committee, according to such 
rules as she may find it necessary to prescribe and as may be 
approved by the Executive Committee. 

She shall have the power of appointment and discharge of 
the cook and other female servants, and of the assistant 
nurses, subject to the approval of the Executive Committee. 

She shall keep an accurate account of bedding, table and other 
furniture; shall take charge of all money and other property 
not in use belonging to patients, and keep.a record of the 
same, and shall deliver them to the patients upon their leav- 
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ing the Hospital, taking receipts therefor. She shall, when 
a patient dies, furnish the Executive Committee with an in- 
ventory of all the effects and the Committee shall direct their 
disposal. 


She shall under the direction of the Executive Committee, 
purchase the provisions, stores, and all general supplies, shall 
exainine all articles purchased as to their quality, quantity 
and price, and shall have the charge thereof and shall be re- 
sponsible for proper and economical use. She shall not spend 
any money or contract any debt without the authority of the 
Executive Committee. 


She shall keep a record in detail of all money received and 
disbursed by her, which shall be open at all times to the in- 
spection of any of the Trustees, and shall render monthly to 
the Executive Committee, a full account of her receipts and 
expenditures. 


She shall keep, in a book, provided for the purpose, a rec- 
ord of the name, age, sex, residence, and disease of every pa- 
tient admitted to the Hospital; the date and on what terms; 
the date of discharge and in what ‘condition; or the date of 
decease and to whom the body was delivered. She shall upon 
the death of a patient, immediately give written notice tothe 
family or friends, requesting them to make arrangements re- 
specting the body. 


She shall not permit any instruments, apparatus, books or 
other property belonging to the Hospital to be taken there- 
from without consent of the Executive Committee, and shall 
keep a record of all things so taken. 


She shall daily visit and inspect the wards, kitchen, laun- 
dry and all other departments of the Hospital. 


She shall see that all patients receive proper attention on 
their admission, and during their stay in the Hospital, and 
give all necessary directions for their care and comfort, 
and in cases of emergency shall send for the Physician or Sur- 
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geon in attendance; or if such Physician or Surgeon cannot 
be found, for some other member of the Medical and Surgical 
Staff; and in case the condition of a patient becomes danger- 
ous, she shall forthwith notify the relatives or friends of such 


patient.

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RULES OF THE MEDICAL AND 
SURGICAL STAFF. 


SECTION 1. The term of service for each attending Physi- 
cian and Surgeon upon the Staff shall be two consecutive 
months. The order of service shall be arranged by said Staff. 


SEc. 2. The attending Physicians or Surgeons shall have 
charge of all the patients admitted to the Hospital, except 
as otherwise provided in these rules. 


Src. 3. Pay patients are inmates of the Hospital who pay 
the prescribed rates for board and nursing. 


Src. 4. Pay patients shall have the privilege of selecting 
their own Physicians or surgeons with the approval of the at- 
tending Physicians, But the trustees shall, in no such case, 
he liable to pay such Physicians or Surgeons. 


SEC. 5. The attending Physicians are expected to make 
daily visits between 9 a. m. and 12 m. They shall record 
their names and the hour of their visits in a register to be 
kept for the purpose. Such entries shall be made only by 
the Physicians themselves. ‘This rule as to registry of visits 
also applies to any Physician or Surgeon who visits any pa- 
tient in the Hospital. 

Ske. 6. Each attending and special Physician shall record 
in the book provided for the purpose, the main points of his- 
tory and treatment in each case of sickness in the Hospital 
under his care. 

Src. 7. Attending Physicians or Surgeons may call in 
counsel with them any other Physician or Surgeon, provided 
it is done without expense to the Hospital. 

Src. 8. No surgical operation shall be performed without 
the consent of the patient or those in authority over him, 
when he or they can be safely and readily consulted. In cases 
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in which such consent is not obtained, a record of the reasons 
for performing the operations shall be kept. 


Src. 9. The treatment of patients not otherwise specially 
provided for, shall devolve upon the attending Physicians 
without compensation. | | 

SEc. 10. Every patient, before admission to the Hospital, 
shall be required to sign an entrance card an which shall be 
stated whether he is able to pay a doctor; whether he desires 
to be a Charity or Pay patient, and if the latter, the letter of 
his ward, the sum of money which he agrees to pay weekly for 
board and nursing, and whether or not he desires-to be at- 
tended during his sickness by a particular Physician, and if 
so the name of such Physician. 

In case the patient is a married woman, the card may be 
signed by her husband, and if a minor, shall be signed by 
his parent or guardian. Ifthe patient is not able to under- 
stand or sign the card it shall be signed by some responsible 
person. Ifa Pay patient is admitted upon the credit of any 
other person, such other person shall sign the card. The sig- 
nature of such cards shall not affect the right of the Trustees 
or Executive Committee to require a deposit of money or pay- 
ment in advance. All the members of the Medical and Sur- 
gical Staff, and any other persons, who apply for the same, 
shall be kept supplied with such cards. 


SEc. 11. The entrance card required in rule ro must be 
signed by some reputable Physician and approved by one of 
the attending Physicians and delivered to the Matron. 


SEC. 12. Physicians and Surgeons, whether members of 
the Medical Staff or not, will be permitted with the approval 
of the attending Physicians, to attend inmates of the Hospital 
who pay the usual rates for board and nursing. 

Cases involving transfer from the regular attending Physi- 
cian to the care of another Physician, shall be decided only 
by the Executive Committee. 


SEC. 13. Patients will be admitted only betwen the hours 
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of 9 a.m. and12m. In cases of emergency this and rules 
Io and 11 may be temporarily suspended by the Matron. 

SEC. 14. Insane persons and persons having contagious 
or infectious disease shall not be admitted until a separate 
building is provided for them. 


SEC. 15. Incurable and obstetrical cases shall be admitted 
only for reasons satisfactory to the Executive Committee. 

SEc. 16. Patients may be visited by their friends on Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Saturdays, between two and four 
o’clock, p. m. No visitors shall remain after the visiting 
hours expire. At any other time special permission must be 
obtained from the Physician in charge of the case, or in his 
absence of the Matron. The Physician, however, or the 
Matron by his instructions, may at any time exclude visitors 
from any patient when this seems advisable for the patients 
welfare. 

Skc. 17. Visitors will not be allowed to give food or drink 
of any kind to any patient without express permission from 
the Physician attending the case. Such articles brought for 
any patient shall be left in charge of the Maron or Nurse.

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REPORT OF LADY VISITORS. 


To the President and Board of Trustees of the Watts Hospital: 


GENTLEMEN :—The Board of Lady Visitors appointed by 
your Board twelve months ago, herewith submit to your hon- 
orably body, a report of their work, since the Hospital opened 
ten months ago. 

The Board has with marked unanimity and enthusiasm 
labored earnestly to promote the interest and success of the 
Hospital, which it deems one of the noblest institutions in 
our progressive city. Every duty has been one of love and 
pleasure for the great and ennobling cause. Having honored 
us with the appointment on this Board of Visitors, we have 
endeavored to perform every duty faithfully and with no less 
interest than you, yourselves feel in the work. Our feeble 
efforts are now laid before you. 

The Board has held ten regular meetings, one each month, 
and two called meetings. At each monthly meeting two 
members of the Board were appointed to visit the Hospital 
for a month, making at least one visit a week. The reports 
of these visitors have been satisfactory and encouraging. © 
The visits develop the fact that the apartments are always 
kept in excellent order and scrupulously clean. The atten- 
tion shown patients, in our opinion, is all that could be de- 
Siredi 

Many useful articles to be used in the wards and the culinary 
department, have been contributed by the ladies during each 
month. Their most successful effort, however, was the secur- 
ing of one hundred and eighteen (118) articles of apparel 
from friends, which were very much needed in the free wards, 
such things as were necessary for both male and female 
patients. The wards are now very well supplied with all 
garments that are required for sick persons and convalescents. 
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At the suggestion of Miss McNulty, the Matron, a sitting- 
room has been fitted up in the front hall on the second floor 
of the main building, for the nurses. A committe of ladies 
had charge of the furnishing of this room, and everything 
required was donated by the business men of our city, con- 
sisting of nineteen pieces of furniture and other articles.
